The attention of the citizens of Ne-

tariff is for New England, which is op- 
posed to the protection of wool unless 
there is a corresponding increase of 
duty on manufactured articles. The 
East tolerates a tariff on wool for west- 
ern votes. The Democrats are willing 
to sacrifice Western and Southern 
interests on the theory of free trade, 
while they vote for a bill to protect 
monopolies regardless of revenue. The 
tariff on wool has been reduced one- 
half by the depreciation of silver, as 
the tariff levied on goods from silver 
standard countries, where wool is pro- 
duced, is fixed at the bullion price of 
silver in the&e countries. This is a 
cunning device to cheat wool-growers 
and is why the price of wool has fallen 
under an inu eased nominal tariff in 
the McKinley bill. The Nevada dele- 
gation la the Senate will do all in its 
power to protect wool and other Ne- 
vada interests, but if the Government 
remains under the control of the gold 
monopoly the pi ice of wool, silver, 
labor and everything else in Nevada 
and throughout the Union, will con- 
tinue to decline. He says that both 
Republicans and Democrats are tarred 
with the same stick, and asks how any 
honest man in Nevada can expect to 
touch pitch and not be dehled i 


The assertions of Senator Stewart 
cannot bo controverted. 
They are 
based on facts which the shallow soph- 
istry of all tbo precinct statesmen in 
the State cannot disprove. He and his 
colleague, Senator Jones, will do all in 
their power to protect the interests of 
IVovnda, wool as well as silver, the in- 
sianatioas of the Republican goldbug 
the State to the contrary.

AN ILL-CHOSEN ItATTLK CRY. 


The Republican leaders of Nevada, 


who want Oi_uce much more than they 
do the free coinage of silver or the 
tariff on wool, have adopted an ill- 
chosen war cry- 
They say our delega- 


tion in Congress has no influence and 
for that reason the Silver party should 
bo defeated 
Mr. Bartine, as the prin- 


cipal mouthpiece of the office-seeking 
patiiots, dwelt on this subject in his 
speech at the Opera House last Satur- 
day ui^ht. He referred especially to 
Senator Stewart and Representative 
Newlands, who were elected by the 
Silver party, and stated that neither 
could do anything for the interests of 
the State, the inference being that as 
Democrats or Republicans they could 
be more influential, because the party 
of which they are members has no 
following in either House. This im- 
plies that if Mr. Bartine had been in 
Congress among the few Republicans 
first elected to the National Legisla- 
ture, he would have advised the people 
to adhere to the Whig or I>> >ocratic 
parties, which were then in th ) ascend- 
ancy in the Senate and Hou^e, as a Re- 
publican had no influence in either 
body, 


But Mr. Bartine, since those days 


when Republicans were battling for 
principle, not for Federal patronage, 
served four years in the House of Rep- 
resentatives. 
During his two terms 


the Administration was Republican 
and for two years both Houses of Con- 
gress were also Republican. Is there 
cm Act in the Statutes that was intro- 
duced by Mr. Bartine ? Did Mr. Bar- 
tine succeed, in the four years in which 
he was in the House, in getting a bill 
or a measure of any kind through that 
body in the interest of Nevada, though 
he, a professed silver man, voted for an 
avowed goldbug for Speaker, for the 
purpose, it was said, of acquiring influ- 
ence? 
True, he was placed on the 


Committee on Coinage, but his influ- 
ence was not sufficient to insure a fav- 
orabJe report on a free coinage bill, 
though a majority of the Committee 
were Republicans. It is possible that 
Mr. Bariine may have had some influ- 
ence in choosing crossroads postmas- 
ters, but there it ended. He could not 
or at least did not, succeed even in get- 
ing the name of N. A. Marrill, a dis- 
abled and dependent Union Veteran, 
on the pension list, though Mr. Merrill 
had a good record as a soldier and the 
examining surgeon pronounced him 
physically disabled. 


Mr. Bartine was unfortunate in selec- 
i&g a battle cry for Republican office 
eeeLera and referring to the lack of in- 
fluence of the Nevada delegation in 
Congress, as it directs attention to his 
career in the House of Representatives.

EDITOB JOUBNAL:—Is it possible that 


there is still a man in Nevada who 
does not know that both the Bepnbli- 
can and Democratic parties are in 
favor of a single gold standard, and 
that any aid to them in any form as- 
sists the gold combination ? No one 
doubts Mr. Cleveland's fidelity to the 
banking interests and gold monopoly. 
It was difficult for him, notwithstand- 
ing bis veto-power and enormous pat- 
ronage, together with the assistance of 
the " bank squeeze " upon debtors, to 
secure a majority of the Democrats in 
either House to support his policy; 
but he bad no difficulty in obtaining 
the cordial support and almost unani- 
mous vote of the Republicans in both 
Houses, outside of the Silver States, 
for any measure of contraction and 
oppression he proposed. 


AN INSTRUCTIVE SPECTACLE 


Is now exhibited in the House of Kep- 
sentatives where Mr. Bland, of Miss- 
ouri, ia fighting for a quorum to secure 
the passage of a bill to compel the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury to coin the sil- 
ver in the vaults of the Government 
which it is the duty of the Sectretary to 
do without further legislation. The 
opposition to the bill is inspired by a 
determination to destroy the silver 
coin and silver in existence, and to 
dump on the public the uncoined bull- 
ion for the purpose of compelling the 
Government to sell more bonds to fur- 
nish investments for the gold ring, and 
to appreciate gold and depreciate prop- 
erty and services. 


THE SQUEEZE TO CONTINUE. 


It is now declared that the "squeeze" 


shall continue until the wages of labor 
shall be equalized throughout the world 
on the basis of Egyptian or Asiatic 
compensation; and statistics show that 
the wages of labor in the manufactur- 
ing districts of the East, where protec- 
tion and labor organizations interfered 
with the designs of the trust, have been 
forced down more than twenty per 
cent in the last twelve months. I do 
not believe that the people of Nevada 
are prepared to endorse the gold policy 
of the Cleveland Administration, sup- 
ported, as it is, by a bare majority 
of patronage-loving Democrats and an 
overwhelming majority of monopoly- 
loving ^Republicans in the two Houses 
of Congress. 


DECEVING- THE WOOLGBOWEKS. 


The woolgrowers are deceived by 


both parties. The tariff is for " New 
England," and she is opposed to the 
protection of wool unless she can have 
more than a corresponding increase of 
duty on manufactured articles. She 
tolerates a tariff on wool for western 
votes. The Democrats are willing to 
sacrifice western and southern inter- 
ests on the theory of free trade, while 
they vote for a bill framed to project 
monopolies without regard to revenue. 
The gold combination has already re- 
duced the tariff on wool fifty per cent 
jy the depreciation of silver. The 
tariff levied on goods from silver-stand- 
ard countries where wool is produced 
is fixed at the bullion price of silver in 
those countries, and not at the coin 
prices for which it was bought. This 
is one of the cunning devices to cheat 
the woolwrowers, and it is why the 
price of wool has fallen under an in- 
creased nominal tariff in the McKinley 
bill, while the real tariff has been de- 
creased by the fall of silver bullion in 
which it is estimated and fixed. 


WILL FIGHT FOB NEVADA INTEBESTS. 
The delegation from Nevada in the 


Senate will do what they can to protect 
wool and other Nevada interests; but 
if the Government of this country re- 
mains permanently in control of na- 
tional banks and gold monopolists, the 
price of silver, wool, labor, and every- 
thing else in Nevtda, as well as in 
every other State in the Union, will 
continue to decline. I am opposed to 
any party which adheres to gold stand- 
ard contraction and the rule of the 
national banks. The Administration, 
with its patronage, has placed the Dem- 
ocratic party at the disposal of the 
gold kings. Reed and Sherman lead 
the Administration forces in the war 
for gold contraction 
and national 


banks against the productive indus- 
tries of the country. 


Tell our friends that both parties are 


tarred with the same stick. How can 
any honest man in Nevada expect to 
touch pitch and be not defiled ?

JUSTICE AT THE CAPITAL. 


TWO DOUBLE FCNEBA1.S. 


Four of the Avalanche Victims Laid at 


Rest—Civic and Military Ceremonies. 
Last Sunday the funeral of M. S. 


Wheeler and T. C. Thrasher, two of 
the State Line snow slide victims, took 
place from the Baptist Church. At 
that time the body of Leonard Nelson, 
one of the four victims, had not been 
recovered, or all would have been 
buried at the same time. 


Messrs. Wheeler and Thrasher were 


members of tbe I. O. O. F. and the 
funeral was conducted under the aus- 
pices of that order, over 100 members, 
marshaled by J. M. McCormack, at- 
tending in regalia. The religious ser- 
vices were held at the Baptist Church, 
Kev. 
Mr. Magill and Kev. Mr. Pope 


officiating. The church was filled to 
its utmost capacity and it was esti- 
mated that very nearly 2,000 people 
attended, the streets in the vicinity of 
the church being crowded with persons 
who were unable to gain admission. 
The services were very impressive. 
The choir sang several hymns appro- 
priate to the occasions, and the minis- 
ters impressed upon the large congre- 
gation the uncertainty of life and the 
necessity of being prepared for eter- 
nity at all times. 


The Odd Fellows, in the funeral 


regalia of the order, led the procession 
to their cemetery. The hearses were 
followed by the relatives of the de- 
ceased and a Jong line of carriages and 
citizens on foot followed the funeral 
cortege. 


At the cemetery the I. O. O. F. 


opened their lines and when the chief 
mourners passed through reversed the 
order in which they had been march- 
ing and upon arriving at their place of 
sepulture formed a circle which in- 
closed the graves and stood with hands 
joined while the ever impressive 
funeral services of the order were be- 
ing read by Judge Benj. Curler, and at 
the close the members filed past the 
graves and deposited a sprig of ever- 
green—an emblem of immortality—on 
each coffin. 


At the close of the ceremonies, news 


was received that the body of Leonard 
Nelson, the fourth and last of the vic- 
tims, had been recovered from the 
snow near Verdi. 


SECOND DOUBLE FUNEBAL. 


The second funeral took place yes- 


terday afternoon, also from the Baptist 
Church, Rev. Mr. Pope officiating. The 
:asket containing the body of Michael 
Wanner was conveyed from Hoskins' 
undertaking parlors to the church in 
a hearse, and the other containing the 
aody of Leonard Nelson, who was a 
member of Co. C, N. N. G., was borne 
on an artillery wagon draped with the 
stars and stripes. The attendance at 
the church on Sunday was nearly, if 
not equaled, the unusual large crowd 
showing the deep sympathy of our peo- 
ple for the unfortunates. The ser- 
vices at the church were, as before, very 
impressive, and hundreds were unable 
to gain admission. Mr. Pope, in be- 
half of the relatives and friends of the 
deceased and the citizens of Keno gen- 
erally, feelingly extended thanks to all 
who assisted in searching for the bod- 
ies, and especially to the good people 
of Verdi, who so kindly rendered all 


THE XOST IS POUND. 


The Body of Leonard Nelson Recovered 


Sunday. 


The search for the body of Leonarc 


Nelson at State Line, the last remain 
ing victim of the terrible snow slide 
was prosecuted Sunday. A buss loac 
went up from here and several went up 
in addition upon horseback. Two went 
up from Verdi, while Truckee sen1 
seven men to assist in the search. 


The body of Nelson was found aboui 


12 o'clock by Joe Stanley of Verd 
about 400 yards from where the cabin 
stood, and mi 3way between where 
the bodies of Wheeler and Wanner 
were discovered. It was lying aboui 
five feet below the surface. The only 
serious marks upon the body was that 
one of his legs was broken. 


The above facts were given by H. M 


Allison, who assisted in the search. 


Among those who labored during the 


five days with untiring zeal all who 
came back here speak in the warmesl 
terms of Thomas Pixley of Verdi, who 
seemed never to dispairnor grow weary 
in the search. There are many others 
who deserve mention, indeed everyone 
who went up and forced the snow to 
give up its dead, for the act in every 
instance was a generous one. 


Reno and Verdi responded in a noble 


manner to the call in the name oi 
humanity, and their people have shown 
that they have hearts in the right place. 
All honor to every man who left his 
own affairs and with shovel and iron 
rod toiled on the steep mountain side 
during the five days to find these un- 
fortunates. The act will have its effect, 
not only to-day and to-morrow but for- 
ever, for such acts teach men that, after 
all, when the deep chords of human 
sympathy are struck all men are 
brothers.
